Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968, 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  was  4880.  Live  births 
totalled  64,  an  increase  of  3 over  the  previous  year,  The  birth  rate  was 
slightly  below  the  national  birthrate.  5 of  the  births  were  illegitimate, 
compared  with  4 in  1967. 

There  were  no  still  births,  but  3 infants  under  one  year  died.  Two 
of  those  were  under  a week  old. 

Deaths  (at  all  ages)  numbered  56,  as  in  1967.  48  of  the  deaths 

occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over.  There  were  5 deaths  of 
persons  under  45  years  of  age  compared  with  8 in  1967. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  caused  28  deaths,  and 
cancer  8 deaths.  There  were  3 deaths  from  lung  cancer  compared  with  2 in 
1967. 


Pneumonia  caused  3 deaths,  congenital  defects  3,  bronchitis  2, 
accident  1 and  suicide  1.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  numbered  30  (all  measles  cases).  There 
were  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria 
or  of  Food  Poisoning, 

Once  again,  the  matters  receiving  most  attention  were  Housing,  Housing 
Improvements  and  Food  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Recent  legislation  tends  to  encourage  the 
rescue  and  repair  of  old  houses,  a matter  which  has  received  much 
encouragement  from  the  Council  over  the  years.  As  a result,  many  old 
houses  of  character  have  been  rescued  and  modernised,  providing  homes  for 
families  and  adding  to  the  pleasant  rural  aspect  of  the  di strict 0 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  maintained,  and  the 
general  standard  of  hygiene  is  high. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support,  and  the  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical  Practitioners  for 
the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at 
Penley.  Standard  practice  is  early  protection  beginning  at  four  months 
with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic  and  oral ‘ poliomyelitis  vaccine.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  10th  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  emphasis  this  year  has  again  been  on  Housing,  Improvements 
and  Food  Hygiene.  A gradual  improvement  in  housing  conditions  is 
becoming  apparent  and  areas  which  a few  years  ago  presented  a very 
dismal  dilapidated  appearance  are  now  beginning  to  take  on  a new  look 
as  more  and  more  properties  are  reconditioned. 

The  amount  of  time  which  has  to  be  devoted  to  this  work  becomes 
worthwhile  when  results  are  seen.  However  with  the  ever  increasing 
legislation  demanding  more  of  ones  time  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  carry  out  all  ones  duties  as  expeditiously  as  one  would 
like,  and  it  often  becomes  a case  of  dealing  with  the  most  urgent  and 
important  matters  first  and  fitting  in  the  remainder  as  the  opportunity 
arises. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration  I 
have  received  from  the  Council  and  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Fraser  for  his 
support  and  to  the  officers  and  staff  for  their  willing  help.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


This  service  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
regular  collections  having  been  maintained  by  the  contractor. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  tip  at  Overton  where 
conditions  continue  to  be  satisfactory.  Some  time  ago  a pilot  scheme 
of  paper  sack  collection  was  commenced  at  Glendower  Place,  Hanmer,  which 
is  an  old  people  ?felfare  Estate.  This  system  has  operated  most 
successfully  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the  paper 
sacks,  in  fact  I have  received  nothing  but  praise  for  this  system  of 
collection  both  from  tenants  and  the  refuse  collectors  themselves.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  financial  position  eases  that  this  system 
can  be  extended  to  larger  area  of  the  district.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  are  two  factory  chimneys  in  the  district,  one  being  an 
aluminium  smelting  works  and  the  other  a brick  works,  both  plants  being 
oil-fired.  In  addition  there  are  several  oil-fired  plants  at  schools  and 
churches  and  also  at  the  Penley  Hospital  where  there  are  three  sectional 
boilers.  Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  and  no  nuisances 
or  contravensions  have  been  found. 

CARAVANS 


There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  one  being  a holiday 
site  licensed  for  15  caravans  and  the  other  for  a single  residential 
caravan.  Frequent  visits  are  made  to  the  holiday  site  which  continues 
to  be  well  maintained  and  during  the  year  several  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  to  this  site. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  the  parish  of  Bangor  Isycoed  which  is  supplied  by  the 
Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company. 

The  Council's  water  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation  whose 
main  aqueduct  passes  through  the  district.  All  supplies  are  regularly 
tested  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  Several  samples  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  have  shown  a lack  of  free  chlorine.  This  matter  has 
been  taken  up  with  the  Liverpool  Corporation. 

The  percentage  of  properties  in  the  district  provided  with  a 
piped  water  supply  is  now  96.97

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Overton  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  work  is 
progressing  with  house  connections  to  the  sewer. 

Schemes  are  now  being  prepared  for  main  drainage  in  the  villages 
of  Hanmer,  Worthenbury,  Horsemans  Green  and  Bronington,  which  are  the 
areas  in  most  urgent  need  of  main  drainage. 


Work  was  completed  during  the  year  on  26  dwellings  at  Bangor 
Isycoed,  including  6 bungalows  and  6 flats  for  the  elderly  and  also 
a common  room  with  laundry  facilities. 

4 Houses  and  5 bungalows  were  also  completed  at  Y7orthenbury. 

A further  phase  of  the  Parkside  Estate  at  Overton  was  commenced 
comprising  8 houses  and  8 flats. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  a start  will  be  made  on  a 
further  4 flats  at  Overton  and  10  houses  at  Tallam  Green. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grant 
applications  during  the  year.  There  was  one  less  application  for 
Discretionary  Grants  than  last  year,  but  3 more  applications  for 
Standard  Grants.  The  total  number  of  applications  approved  to  date  is 
164  Standard  and  105  Discretionary  Grants.
